- meetings, and conducting generally the agitation for the suppression of the 
glave-trade. To this labour of love Clarkson devoted all his energies, and the 
obstacles be had to overcome were sufficient to daunt the most determined | 
enthusiast. There is on record a curious instance of the self-sacrificing zeal with 
_ which he prosecuted the anti-slavery cause. His opponents had asserted, in 


defence of their system, that only those negroes were sold as slaves who were > 
captured in battle, and that the trade was a merciful one, inasmuch as it released 


the victims from a still more frightful doom for which they would have been | 
reserved in their own country. Clarkson knew that this was false, for the 
glave-traders were in the habit of organizing slave-huats, but he had to produce | 
witnesses. He was told of a young sailor who had been engaged in one of 
these slave-hunting expeditions. Unfortunately, his informant could neither — 


tell the name nor the whereabouts of this sailor ; he only knew that he belonged 


sto a ship-of-war in ordinary lying at some unknown port. With this faint clue, 
Clarkson set out in search of his witness. He visited all the sea-port towns | 


where ships in ordinary lay, boarded and examined every ship without success, 
until he caine to the very last port, and found the object of his quest in the very 


— Jast ship that remained to be visited. For many years he conducted a corres- 


pondence with upwards of four hundred persons, and travelled over more than 
thirty-five thousand miles during that time in search of evidence. He became 
worn out at length by his incessant exertions, but he lived to see the slave- 
trade abolished in Eagland by a Bill passed on March 15th, 1807, and io the 
British Colonies by the Emancipation Act of 1833. Such is the exemplary 
career of the man whom Wisbeach delighteth to honour. William Wilbeforce 
has secured a well-earned and honoured resting-place in Westminster Abbey, 
but no monnment has yct been raised to the memory of his distinguished 
colleague. About fourteen hundred out of two thousand pounds-have been 
subscribed to the proposed memorial at Wisbeach. We do not know whether 
the list of subscribers to the Memorial Fund already includes the names of 
coreligionists. If it does not, we trust that some representative members of our 
community may yet be induced to identify themselves with the movement for 
raising a fitting tribute to the memory of the great anti-slavery agitator. To 
the Jew the anti-slavery movement must be especially dear, for it was Judaism 
which facilitated the abolition of slavery. Mosaism, it is true, recognized the 
prineiple of thraldom, and incorporated it in its own system. It could not do 
otherwise ata time when slavery was a universal institution. If Mosaism had | 
attempted to abelish servitude, it must have revolutionized society 
and introduced far g:eater evils than it removed. But the laws of Judaisin 
mitigated the severest hardships of bondage, and thus prepared the ground for. 
its gradual downfall as the conditions of society improved. So that after the 
Babylonian captivity, anl in the times to which the Talmud relates, the 
custom of reducing Hebrews to slavery had fallen into desuetude, and even 
Gentile slaves ranked as confidential servants, and were treated with the utmost 


consideration. But in one important particular Mosaism did more than pave 


the way for the abolition of slavery in modern times. It anticipated the law 
of pereonal freedom which even in Granville Sharp’s time was not recognized in 
England, and was only tardily acknowledged through the strenuous exertions 
of Kharp. The principle fer which Sharp contended so bravely was. the 
right of a slave who had set foot on English scil to claim bis liberty, 


cnd nothing can be clearer than the Mosaic law which anticipates this . 


principle over which the English law- courts contended at the commencement ot 
the eighteenth ecentury—three thousand years afterwards. ‘ Thou shalt not 


deliver unto his mascer the servant which is escaped unto his master from thee. 


He shall dwell with you, even among you, in any place which he shall choose. 
in one of thy gates, where it liketh him best, thou shalt not oppress him.” A

The Administrations of the five synagogues will be pro- 
visionsily retained until the erection of a grand new synagogue worthy of the 
capital of Italy. The election of a Grand Rabbi'by the electors is to take place 
on the proposition of the Administrative Council, which will. be composed of 
thirty members, to be appointed by all the Jewish electors above 21 years of age, 
As soon as 8,000 francs shall have been collected, the Association will be con- 


stituted.

of the sermons :—The controversy about the Sunday question, said the preacher, 

‘Mainly turned on one point. When the Christian Sabbath was transferred from the _ 
seventh to the first day of the week, was the strict sanctity of the Jewieh institution © 

_ transferred with it? Professor Tyndail was among those who answered this question — 
in the negative ; and he quoted several Christian authorities in support of his posi- | 


tion, Now the opinions of those authorities precisely expressed the views of the Jew. 
Professor Tyndall might have said, not only do Luther and Tyndall and Melancthon | 


hold these opinions, but Judaism teaches them too. Judaism, as well as Melancthon, — 


affirmed that the law of Moses is not binding upon the Gentile, though it contains 
some precepts which are binding upon him, because they express those great prin- 


ciples of morality which are universally respected. Judaism, as well as Tyndall, 


contended that everyone except the Jew might keep the Sabbath on any day. and ati 


whatever intervals he pleased. And Judaism, as well as Luther, taught that the — 


Fourth Commandment does not apply to the Gentile, and that the Law of Moses does 


_ not concern him, but Israel, for it is Israel alone who was brought out of Egypt. The — 
Pentateuch clearly taught that the Passover was instituted for the Israelite exclu- — 
sively, and such exclusiveness was strictly logical. For, how could a man who had 


not experienced Egyptian slavery, or whose ancestors had not experienced it, 
consistently take part in a celebration which was intended to commemorate 
the deliverance from it? No one would be eo absurd as to contend that the 
Gentile was bound to keep the Passover ; and the Passover and the Sabbath were 
on the same footing. They were both historical institutions ; both were memorials 
of the Exodus. The Fourth Commandment, as it was given in Deuteronomy, 
assigned this character to the Sabbath. But in the version of that commandment 


which was given in Exodus the Sabbath was declared to be a memorial of the crea- 


tion ; and this fact, it was alleged, imparted a universal character to the inetitution, 
and made its observance obligatory upon all men who reverenced the Bible. The 
inference, however, was not sound. All that could be deduced from the ¢ircum- 
stance of the Sabbath being represented as a memorial of the creation was that. it 
was intended to remind the Israelite of it. That this was the right view was proved 


by the passage in the ist chapter of Exodus, which described the Sabbath as a 


memerial of the creation, and yet as a sign between the Almighty and the chiddren 
of Israel. The Talmud roundly declared that the Gentile ought not to keep thie 
Sabbath ; it wished to cave him from burdensome obligations which were binding 
only upon the Jew. If there were any Jews, then, who wished to see more facilities 
afforded for enjoying the higher forms of recreation on Sunday, it was not because 
they were selfishly. content with keeping their own Sabbath holy, and were utterly 
ind {ferent as to how other religionis's might desecrate theirs, but becanse they were 
taught to believe that atv religious Jaws of theirs which might militate against 
indulgence in such recreation were binding upon them alone, But were there any 
such Jaws?) Professor Tyndall assumed that -there were. More than once he made 
use of the expression, A Judaic observance of the Sabbath,” as though It were 
synonymous with a joyless and a Puritanic observance, The assumption was. erro- 
neous. The Pentateuch and the Talmud nndoubtedly insist d upon strict abstinence 
from work on the seventh day ; but this must not be confounded with a prohibition 
from enjoyment Mhere in the saered volume did it RY that enjoyme! t was for- 
bidden on the Day of Re-t? Nehemiah, th ¢reat champion of the Sabbath obser- 
vance, fought against Sabbath trading, not against Sabbath recreation. On the 
contrary, one incident in his Jife clearly shows that his idea of a“ holy day” 
Was one from which sadness was entirely absent, A non-Jewish writer had right ly 
pointed out * that pleasure as such was never considered by the Jews a breach of the 
Sabbath ;" and the remark was sugested by this passage in Nehemiah’s history, 
The early Christian.fathers, the same writer mentioned, even taunted the Jews with 
abstaining on the Sabbath only from what was good and useful, while indulging in 
dancing and luxury. The accu‘ation, at any rate proved that the coneeption of the 
Sabbath as a gloomy institution waa very far renroved indeed from the Jewish mind, 
But the charge could certainly have applied only to such Jewr as vicolafed beth the 
letter and the spirit of the Jewish law, which was opposed to an indulgence in 
frivolous amusements on the Day of Rest. It was not sufficient for the Jew to avoid 
on the Sabbath those kinds of recreation which involved work ; he ought to refrain 
from those amusements also which were out of keeping with fhe sanctity of the 
day. In spite of their thirty-nine types of prohibited work, the Rabbins were not 
opponents of a bright and a happy Day of Rest. ‘They fixed the length of the 
Sabbath Day's journey; but they never declared that within’ the limits of that 


journeya man might not admire and enjcy the beauties and wonders of nature. 
Profesor Tyndall referred to the gloomy formalism” with which Judaism weighed 
down men’s souls at the period of the birth of Christianity. But no one more readily 
admitted the existence of that formalism, or more energetically condemned it, than 
the Kabbins themselves, They too inveighed against the Pharisees and the hypo- 


-crites.’ They were Pharisees themselves ; but they were denouncing the hypocritical 


members of their sect. It is.true they attached great importance to forms and 
ceremonies ; in this sense they were formalists.. But they were animated at thesame 
time by deep religious feeling ; and, therefore, formalists in the unworthy senee of 
the word they certainly were not. The Gospels taught that “the Sabbath was made 


‘for man, and not man for the Sabbath ;” but the doctrine was to be found in the 


Talmud as weil. “The Sabbath was-assigned to you, you were not as-igned to the 
Sabbath.” was the dictum of an early Talmudic teacher. Professor Tyndall 
implied that the treatment of the sick. on the Sabbath was prohibited by 
Jewish Jaw. The contrary was the case. When there was & fear that’ the 
illness might be dangerous, the Sabbath might be freely violated for the sake 
of the patient. Delay in violating it in such circumstances was positively forbidden 
by the Talmud. ‘When the illness was-of a less serious nature, everything might be 
done for the patient which did not involve prohibited work.

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THE LIFE AND TIMES OF RABBI AKIBA. 

[BY THE REY, ISIDORE HARRIS. ]

_Tsrael and Mankind.—I have already noticed the majority of Akiba’s 


sayings which have reference to Israel, and have explained them to have been 


- formulated with the object of exciting the Jews to rebellion. These maxims — 
treat of the superiority of Israel over other nations. On the other band, many 
_ of his teachings, having no such ulterior object, breathe a spirit of universal 


benevolence. Indeed, Akiba’s was a disposition which rather inc:ined to 
recognise no distinction of creed, and is well illustrated in such maxims as the 


following: “ Precious is Man, for he is created in imagine” (Aboth iit. 18). 
“And thou shalt love thy fellow-creature as thyself: this is the leading principle © 
of the Law” (Jerushalmi Nedarim ix). He expressly taught that one may not 


outwit a Gentile (Baba Kama 113), and again that documents drawn up in 


heathen courts of justice and attested by Gentiles were valid (Gittin lla). Three 
things he admired in the Medes: they cut their meat on the table, they kissed 


the hand, and held their councils in the field (Sabbath). It is worth mention. 
ing, too, that he numbered Onkelos and other proselytes among his pupi's 


(Jebamoth 76), Jerushalmi Kidushin j.). He tavght that Israel should set eueh 


an example of constancy to the nations of the world, that they would all desire 
to become converts to Judaism (Mechilta). Seeing a heathen who spent many 
days and nights at a grave, praying aod fasting, in endeavouring to exorcise evil 
spirits, he exclaimed, ‘If only such religious earnestness were devoted to a 
In his discourses on filial picty, he held up 
one Bendama, a heathen, as an example for imitation. | 

Sin and Atonement.—Akiba never failed to insist, in opposition to the 


Gnostic heresies which were current in his age, on the doctrine of Human T'ree- 
will, Sin, as well as virtue, was the outcome of this freedom of will, aud hence - 


could only be predicated of man and not of the brute (Savhedrin 57). His famous 
apophthegm, ‘ Happy are ye, O Isracl! Before whoin are ye puriticd, and who 
purifies you? Your Father in Heaven” (Joma 85)—imay well have been 
directed against the. Christian teaching of Vicarious Atoncment. Phe elaner 
need only amend his ways iu order to cbtain forgiveness: “ As golden vessels 
which have become brcken can be repaired, so can the sinner retorm his past 
life’ (Chagiga 15). However, if one thinks he may constantly ein and atone 
for his misdeeds every year, the Day of Atonement will exert no ellicacy for 
him (Joma 85). God will only forgive sins committed against Himeelf ; 
injuries. inflicted on a fellow-being must be atened for, before God will forgive 
them (Bamidbar Rabba 11). “ Repentance and good dea's will serve to pro- 
long a man’s. life” (Vayikra Rabba 27). ‘If aman performs many righteous 
acts, (tod will add to his days, but if his sins be very numerous, hig life will be 
proportionately shortened” (Jebamoth 50a). He applied the passage in I[satah 
v. 14, “Therefore the grave hath enlarged herself and opened her mouth 
immeasurably,” to those whose virtues do not preponderate over their faults 
(Koheleth Rabba). ‘ He who confesses hia sins and forsakes them is forgiven ; 
but it is not necessary to prononnce them with his lips, tor * Happy he whore 
transgression is forgiven and whose sin is concealed’ ” (Joma 

Study and Prayer—In Akiba’s opinion, the study of the Lav precated 
every other duty of life. When informed that Lis son, 8. Simon wasill, he eon- 
tinued his studies just the same, nor did hoe interrupt them uniil his gon died, 
Indeed, while most of the rabbine+ taught that practice is preferalle to thecry, 
Akiba placed the study of the Law higher than gocd deeds, inasmuch as study 
led to practice (Kiduehin 46 b). There were only two days in the year—the eves of 
Passover and Day of Atonement—on which he would leave the Buth Hamedrash 
during a course of study (Pesachim 109 a) He regarded it as a para- 
mount duty to train up disciples, testifying to the hatred which an ignorant 
man cherishes tawards a Jedrned man. “In my youth, if a sage came in my 


way,’ he was wont to say, “ 1 was ready to bite him furiously ’ (Pesachim 49).
